* Hearts, as that you ſhould be dererr'd from it by 
any Threats?

dy declared, and ſolemnly obliged himſelf, that he

* Yalangin ; and that he conſents it ſhould be con- 
* {tantly obſerv'd, in the ſame manner, and with 
© the ſame Exactneſs as the laudable Canton of Bern 
© obſerves it; Will not the French King, to whom 
all poftible Security ſhall be given in that re- 
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— No 


* ſpect, ( ſeeing by that Means the County of Bur- 


gundy for ever cover'd on this fide, and his King- 
*dom in a Condition to reap all the Advantages it 
* has hitherto drawn from the Counties of Neufcha- 
© tel and Valangin ) be glad to ſee things ſettled in 
*ſuch a manner, as may give him no Umbrage ? 
France, tis ſuggeſted, will not, perhaps, make 
*an open War, but only put the Country under 
Contribution. What does ſuch a Suggeſtion mean ? 
Is not the putting a Country under Contribution, 
making War againſt it? And can ſhe go about ſuch 
dan Attempt, without drawing upon herſelf a War

* your Alliances and Comburgherſhip ? All Prote-

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© all the Contributions you ſhall be obliged to pay 


to France, and indemnihie all private Perſons for

the Prohibition of your Commerce, wherewith 


ou are ſo much threatned, we have already 


© ſhewn you, not only that France cannot do it with 


IJuſtice, but that even ſuch a Prohibition would, 


exact from you.

© chatel would preſerve their ancient Liberties and 


* at this Juncture, cauſe but very little Inconveni-

Upon the whole Matter, you may eaſily judge, |

This is therefore whar we have propoſed to do 


in this Writing. Bur before we enter upon it, we 
cannot but obſerve, That tis a ſtrange thing to ſee 
how the French Pretenders are eager to excite the 
People in the Principality of Neufebatel, to reflect 
upon the Intereſt of their Country, in the preſent 
(onjuncture, wherein the Acknowledging of their 
Sovereign is in Queſtion. 

"Tis certain, that as this Recognition may be at- 
tended with Conſequences of the higheſt Impor- 
tance, either for the Happineſs or Miſery of the 
People of Neufehatel and Valangin, ſo great Con- 


cerns do undoubtedly deferve being taken into Con- 


ſideration. We are therefore perſuaded, That ſuch 
an Advice is well receiv'd, and better reliſh'd, than 
If they propos'd the Maxim, That the People are made 
for the Prince; but that the contrary Poſition be 


inſimuated on the Part of the Pretenders who came 


from the Court of France, 'tis what, we muſt con- 
ts, we are ſurpriz'd at; and which, in all appe.'r- 


ance, the People of this Country did not * 
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k they have nothing to ſuſpect from all that is told 


them, to prepoſſeſs them againſt his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty, and to incline towards the French Govern- 
ment, is wholly left to their Judgment. However, 
his Majeſty's maintaining his Right to the Princi- 
pality of Neufchatel, not being ſo much with deſign 
to feek his own Advantages, as to improve and 
eſtabliſh the EY of the People of this So- 
vereignty, We are fo little afraid, in favour of that 
Monarch, that the Reaſons of Policy and Intereſt, 
which ought to weigh with the faid People, ſhould 
be examin'd ; and ſo fully perſuaded that the Suc- 
ceſs of his lawful Claim, is, upon all Accounts, 
agreeable to the Good of their Country; That in. 
ſtead of hindring either the Corporations of this 
State, or private Perſons, from being intent upon 
their Intereſt in this Conjuncture, we declare, That 
his Majeſty ſhall be glad if they take it into their 
moſt ſerious Conſideration. 

In order to help them in it, we will compare 
what they have either to hope or fear on both ſides 
But, firſt of all, it is proper to lay down the Stan- 
dard, by which one may meaſure the Good and 
the Evil in Queſtion. | 

Every one eafily conceives, That both the Hap- 
pineſs and greateſt Concern of the People of Neu 
chatel and Valangin, conſiſt in a quiet and full En- 
Joyment of all their Liberties and Immunities, both 
Spiritual and Temporal, and in tranſmitting the 
fame to their Poſtecity: And on the contrary, that 
whatever may trouble and interrupt the Enjoym-nt 
of the faid Liberties, ought to be look'd upon as a 
Misfortune that cannot but be attended by a great 
many other. 

Therefore the oniy Thing that we have now to 
conſider, is, under what Government that Happt- 
neſs is to be hoped for, or that Misfortune dreaded; 
and becaufe the fame depends upon either the 
WILL or POWER of the Governing Prince, to 


do Good or Ill to his Subjects, tis with refpect to |

vereign, the Affection and Benevolence he has for 
his Subjects; Let it ſuffice to obſerve, That no- 


thing can be a ſurer Pledge of che Affections of 
the Heart, than the Motives of CONSCIENCE 


and RELIGION. | ot | 
But becaufe it is not enough to wiſh one well, 
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unleſs one has, at the ſame time, the Power to do 


him Good, we muſt now examine whcher, in this 
laſt reſpect, the Advantage is not ſtill viſible on 
his Pruſſian M ajeſty”s ſide. 


This is = Truth that admits of 'no Doube, files. 


it cannot be denied, that his Majeſty's Power far 
ſurpaſſes that of his Competirors, and thar he has, 
without Compariſon, more Occaſions, Ability, and 
Means than they, to procure to the People of Newufa 


chatel and Valangin, the Advantages, both general 


and particular. which they may deſire, either in Spi- 
ritualities or Temporalities. 


As to the firſt, DS they wiſh the Eſtabliſhment 
of their Religion? The Reformed may, without 


Controverſie, expect it much ſooner, and more. ſe- 


curely, under a Protc{tanc Potentare, than under a 
Popiſh Government; The thing ſpeaks itſelf. 

And as to thoſe of the Caſtellany of Landeron, 
who are Roman Catholicks, they have no leſs Rea- 


ſon than the other r fer of the State, to reſt ſe- 


enjoy the free Fxercife of 


their Religion under the Reign of his Pruſſian Ma- 


jeſty, and his Poſterity, without ever having Cauſe 


to fear any Failure of Promiſe, or Perſecution; 
ince iich Means of Converſion are altogether re- 
pugtrant to the Principles of the Reformed. 


But 
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hut this will be beſt evidenced by Examples, 
1 =, nes if we confine our ſelves to thoſe that direct- 
Iy regard his Pruſſian Majeſty ; for tis but conſider- 
ing how he governs his Subjects that profeſs the 
 Romiſh Religion in his Dominions, to know how 
he will govern thoſe of the ſame Perſuaſion, in the 
State of Neufchatel. The Catholicks of the City of 
Konigsberg, the Capital of Pruſſia, thoſe of the 
Dutchy of Magdeburgh, Dutchy of Cleves, Principa- 
lity of Halberſtad, Principality of Minden, and, laſtly, 
thoſe of the County of Marck, may be ask'd, whe- 
ther they do not freely and quietly enjoy the Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion? Whether they are not fully 
preſerv'd and maintain'd in the ſame ? And whether 
the leaſt Vexation was ever offer d, either to them 
or their Anceſtors? bi the 
The Teſtimony of ſo many thouſands of Perſons Co 

will, undoubtedly, remove the Jealouſies of the moſt 
diſtruſtful ; Nevertheleſs, if particular Aſſurances be! 
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| ſhould ſtill he defired, in favour of the Catholick tin 
ü Pariſhes of fhe Caſtellany of Landeron, his Majeſty Co 


will make no difficulty, both for their own Satis- 
faction, and that of the laudable Catholick Cantons 
in Confederacy with Neufchatel, to enter into all 
Engagements that ſhall be thought proper for that 


end. 
If the People of Neufchate! deſire ſtill ſomething 
more, concerning Spiritualities; as, to increaſe the 
Number of Churches, Pariſhes and Paſtors,” to aiiign

_Leftly, If there be any Perſons, who neither can, 
nor will make uſe of theſe particular Advantagcs, 
there are general ones, which they may all beneh! 
the nſelves by, if they pleaſe : That is, they may

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* to themſelves all other Settlements that ſhall * 


ſt ſuit with them, in ſuch Places as they ſhall 
think fit, in the Cities, T'owns, Territories and 
Dominions belonging to his Majeſty ; and every one 
of them improve rhere his Talent, in the Science, 
Art, Trade, Commerce and Profeſſion he ſhall ex- 
erciſe : In 2 word, they may depend upon it, That 
all his Majeſty's Dominions ſhall be ro them a ſe- 
cond Native Country; for by the Favour and Pro- 
tection, with which that Great Prince will vouch- 
fake to honour them, they ſhall enjoy the ſame 
Comforts and Liberty, as inthe Place of their Birth, 
and will even find there greater Advantages. But 
can they expect as much from the other Pretenders ? 
We ſhall not any longer inſiſt to ſhew, that no bo- 
dy can vy with his Majeſty the King of Pry/jin, in 
Point of Inclination, Power, and Means, to make 
the People of this Country happy. But becauſę it 
may be alledg'd, That we have hitherto ſhewn 
Things only on the fair ſide, and that having 
enumerated the Bleflings they may expect under 
the Government of that Monaach, if he becomes 


their Sovereign, it muſt, on the other hand, be ex- 


amin'd, Whether that Happineſs will be ſolid and 
laſting ? And whether nothing may be fear'd to the 
contrary ? This we are now going to do, by con- 
ſuting the Illuſions of thoſe, that labour to prepoſſeſs 
the People of this State with ill-grounded Fears, a- 
gainſt his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia: 

There are Two Prejudices, with which they 
chiefly endeavour to prepoſſeſs the Minds of the 


People. The firſt relates to the Reſentment, which 


(they ſay) is to be fear'd from France; particularly, 
in caſe of a Rupture between Her and the Empire, 
if the States of Neufchatel accept of the King of 
Pruſſia for their Sovereign. But this Pretence of 
Fear vaniſhes of it ſelf, as ſoon as we conſider 
Thar this Principality is univerſally acknowledg' 

to be a Part of Swiſſerland, both by its Situation and 
Alliances with four Cantons, which gives it a Rank 
among the Co-Allies of Swiſſerland; That theſc Al- 


liances in particular, are the Safety of this Coun- 


try, ſince it cannot be invaded, wirhout falling our 
with thoſe four Cantons, which are the Principal of 
Swiſſerland, and who neither can, nor will, fitter

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; That the other Cantons, unally'd with the 
* Principality of Neufchatel, have always own'd and 

acknowledg'd it, on ſeveral occaſions, as a Member 
of the Helvetick Body; Witneſs the Letter to the 
Duke ef Guiſe, Governor of the Dutchy of Bur. 
gundy, in reference to the (Cuſtoms and Duties on the 
Merchandizes imported into France; Witneſs the 
Act of Surrender made to. the Lady Fane of Hoch. 
berg, of the Principality of Neufchatel ; Witneſs, alſo 
the Sentence given at the Diet of Baden, touching 
Valangin ; Witneſs likewiſe the Including of New. 
chatel, in all the Treaties of Alliance, which the 
Switzers have, at .divers times, made with Foreign 
Powers, and particularly with France, Witnefs, in 
the laſt place, the Communion in which the Churches 
of Neufchate! have always been, and are ſtill, with 
the Proteſtant Churches of Swiſſerland; and particu- 
larly. the Part the Evangelick Diet at Arau took in 
the Affair of the Miniſter Girard, in the Year 1699.

Europe in Awe, her Armies paſs'd and repaſs'd ſe- 
veral times along the Frontiers of Neufchatel, with- 
out doing any Miſchief, altho' Spain was at War 
with France; and the Dukes of Longuevi!le either 


commanded or ſerved in the French Armies even in 


the Franche-Comte ; nor was the Peace between that 
Province and the County of Neufehatel, ever di- 
ſturb'd upon that Score. Nay more, tlie Inhabi- 
rants of Franche- Comte flying at that time, at the 
Approach of the French Army, retir'd to the Country 
of Neufchate!, with the knowledge, and in the ver 

ſieht of the Duke of Longueville, who even oder 
his Governor, and the Council of State, to give 
them a kind Entertainment; ſo true it is, that there 


was a Difference to be made, between a Duke of 
Lc:9ueville, and a Prince of Neufhatel; between a 


French General, and a Member of the Helvyerick 
Body; the French and the Spaniards being equally 

erſuaded, that the State of Neufehatel aught ever to 
EI the Motions 2nd Intereſts of the Helvericl 
Body, as being a par: of it. So that when the Ring 


of Pruſſia becomes Prince of Ne:fchatel, he needs 


only confirm and renew the Alliances, which this 


State has already made with the four Cantons, o 
provide for their entire Security. This his Majeſty 


is fully difpos'd to do, and even to extend and en- 


large thoſe Alliance, and make new ones, if it be 


thought proper, either with the 13 Cantons, or at 
leaſt with all the Proteſtant ones. Beſides, his Ma- 
jeſty may ſtill rake other good Meaſures abroad, 


ſince he is ſo potent a Prince, that France will make 


no Difficulty (ſuppoling ſhe always poſſeſſes Franche- 
comte) to contract with his Pruſſian Mlqjeſty a per- 
petual Treaty of Neutrality, for the Principality of 
Neufchatel, with the Guaranty of all the Cantons in 


general, or of all thoſe in particular, that ſhall, be 


willing to enter into it, and whoſe greateſt Intereſt 
it is to provide for its Preſervation. By theſe Means 
the Peace and Tranquillity of this State may be 

ſecured on laſting and unmoveable Foundations. 
The cond Prejudice, which they endeavour to

of an Intruſion, which hapned without their Fault. 
Therefore we {till repeat it, tis not his Majeſty's 
Intention, to repeal the Grants made to the People 
of Neafchate! and Valangin, by any of their former 
Governours. On the contrary, he promiſes, and po- 
fitively obliges himſelf, generally to confirm, as ſoon 
as he has been acknowledged, all the Franchiſes, 
Liberties, Immunities, Exemptions, Laws, Uſes 
and Cuſtoms, written, and not written, which the 
People actually enjoy; and expreſly to ratify all 
 Conveyances, Privileges, Leaſes, Grants; in a word, 
all perpetual Titles, of what nature ſoever they be,

Juſtice. No, neither his Pruſſian Majeſty, nor any 
one in his behalf, has had, or is capable of having 
ſuch Thoughts. And indeed, it is only after the 
Rights of his Majeſty have been prov'd in a convin- 
cing manner, in the Summary Treatiſe which has 
been publiſh'd, that we undertook to draw up this 
Manifeſto, to prevent the diſguiſing the true Inte- 
reſt of the Country, from hindring that Conviction 
and Perſuaſion, which Truth ought naturally to 
operate; and even to engage thoſe that love juſtice 

to beſtow the more Attention on the Reading of 
that Treatiſe, it being certain, that the more the 
Juſtice of a thing appears, under advantageous Ideas, 
the eaſter Acceſs the finds to the Minds and Af- 
fections of Men. Therefore this Writing ought 
not to be ſeparated from the former, but join'd to- 
gether, as mutually ſupporting each other, and ma- 
king this Truth appear; that, at the ſame time,

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our Men of War, and took three others, with about &Y 


zo of our Merchants Ships. = 

To ſhew this, the Merchants produced the Ca- 
zette of the 3d of November, 1707. 
Theſe ſeveral Convoys having been thus attack'd 
in the Sorndings and Channel in leſs than a Year and 
a half, the Merchants inſiſted was a convincing 
Proof of their Inſufficiency. 5 

The ſecond Head of Complaint was, of the great 
Diſcouragement and Prejudice to Trade, by the 
Merchants being under a Neceſlity of waiting ſo 
long for Convoys, whereby their Charges were ex- 
ceedingly increas'd, great Damages happened to 
their Cargoes, and their Markets were loſt. 

They faid, If any of their Ships happen d toeſcape 
the Enemy in their Return home, their Loſſes were 


| much heightned by their long Lying for a Convoy 


to the River ; which, though very much and long 
complain'd of, yet ſeldom met with any Redrefs. 
One Inſtance of the Namages ariſing by the De- 
lay of Convoys was, That ſeveral of our Merchants 
had Orders in Fuly, 1704. for Buying great Quan- 
tities of Corn for the King of Po:tygal's Uſe, and 
had Ajlignments on the Treaſury here for 100000 
Picces of Eight : Accordingly a great Quantity of 
Corn was bought in July and Augiſt, and frequent 


| Applications made to the Prince's Council for Con- 


voy, and they promis'd from time to time to take 
care of it; but the Convoy did not {ail from Pere. 
mcuth till the Gth of February following, near ſeven 
Months after they had Orders: And by this Delay 
their Corn was in a very bad Condition. 

The Merchants had an Order from the King of
